“This park plan has been 
kicked around for 10 years,” the 
Mayor said. If we can’t get an 
agreement on the main principles 
of this improvement, it is time to 
scrap the park plan and use the 
site for housing, and that’s what 
I shall ask President Truman to 
help us do.” 

Following this outburst of the 
Mayor, the conferees eased their 
controversy, and presently agreed 
on a plan for placing the tracks 
in a concrete tunnel, or tube. With 
the railroad officials, Eero Saar- 
inen, architect and prize-winner 
designer of the park improvement, 
came into line in support of the 
design. : 

Conference. on Details. 

Saarinen conferred with railroad 
engineering officials today on de- 
tails of the t proposal. 

The plan calls for a concrete 
tunnel, or tube, based on the pres- 
ent surface track level, 1500 feet 
long, and having a width of 50 
feet and a height of 20 feet. The 
top of the tunnel for its entire 
length would form an observation 
platform. The top would be three 
feet below the top of the present 
elevated structure. 

Three tracks would be laid in 
the tube, the two present elevated 
tracks and one of the present three 
lévee surface tracks. From Poplar 
to Elm street, and from Olive 
street to Washington avenue, the 
tube would bé open at the top; for 
the 1500 feet between Elm and

Poor Night for Sleeping. 

St. Louisans found sleeping dif- 
ficult again last night as tempera- 
tures stayed close to the 80 mark 
until 4 o’clock this morning, when 
they dropped to the mid-70s. St. 
Louis and St. Joseph shared first 
place as the state’s hottest spots 
of the night, both with minimum 
temperatures of 75. 

While residents here sweltered, 
persons living at Butte and Lew- 
istown, Mont., slept under blan- 
kets at temperatures that reached 
a low of 39 degrees. Pensacola, 
Fla., had an 83 for the night’s 
high. 

Wahlgren said the only chance 
he sees for relief from the heat 
during the next few days will be 
through the temporary drop in 
temperatures caused by showers. 

The latest heat fatality was 
Walter Eckhoff, 70 years old, 
8503A North Florissant avenue, 
who died at City Hospital last 
night. He was taken to the hos- 
pital Sunday from his home.

Plane 30 Minutes Out of 
New York Returns Be- 
cause of a ‘Rough’ 


Motor. 


NEW YORK, July 8 (AP)—A 
Pan American Airways Strato- 
cruiser returned here safely early 
today after engine trouble devel- 
oped as the plane started on a 
flight to London. Jt was the sec- 
ond such incident in two days. 

The Stratocruiser, with 57 pas- 
sengers. aboard including former 
Senator Mon C. Wallgren, landed 
at New York International Air- 
port, about 30 minutes after the 


takeoff. 

Capt. C. R. Titus, the pilot, said 
one engine of the four-motor craft 
“acted a little rough,” and he de- 
cided to turn back. Before re- 
turning, 1200 gallons of the plane’s 
heavy gasoline load for the trans- 
Atlantic trip was dumped. 

Waligren said there was no 
alarm among passengers. They 
were sent to hotels to await an- 
other flight this afternoon. | 

The plane was carrying repair 
engine parts for another Pan 
American stratocruiser that was 
forced to turn back early yester- 
day after it lost a propeller on a 
London-to-New York flight. The 
westbound plane made it 640 miles 
back to Shannon, Ireland, although 
the pilot for a time thought the 
plane might have to be “ditched.” 

Passengers on that flight, includ- 
ing comedian Danny Kaye, were 
transferred at Shannon to other 
planes. 

Pan American officials said last 
night that failure of the propeller 
“feathering” mechanism of the 
westbound Stratocruiser was part- 
ly to blame for the trouble, Ex- 
act cause of the failure, they said, 
could not be determined until after 
further investigation. 

(Reports on the plane in trouble 
yesterday said that fire had 
broken out in the engine but a 
United Press dispatch today said 
that Civil Aeronautics Board offi- 
cials now doubt there actually was 
a fire. They are considering the 
possibility that friction sparks 
from a “runaway” propeller 
caused oil in the engine housing 
to smoke.) 

Kaye and 52 other of the pas- 
sengers of the delayed westbound 
plane including Paul V. McNutt, 
former United States Ambassador 
to the Philippines, and tennis 
stars Louise Brough and Marga- 
ret Osborne du Pont, arrived at 
New York last night. 

Kaye admitted that he was so 
scared that he couldn't crack 
a joke. He denied London reports 
that he walked up and down the 
aisle of the limping airliner joking 
with the other passengers to lift 
their spirits. 

Kaye was so glad to be back 
that he kissed the plane’s propel- 
ler. Then he suddenly jumped 
back, screaming: “Say, this thing 
won't turn over will it?”

Tells Senate He Is Ab- 
solutely Opposed’ o 
Sending Weapons to 
Europe — Donnell At- 
tacks Atlantic Pact. 


WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
today he may vote against the 
North Atlantic security treaty, 
because he thinks it probably can- 
not be separated from the pro- 
posed foreign arms program. Taft 
made this statement to reporters 
after he had told the Senate, in 
debate on teh pact, thta he is “ab- 
solutely opposed to providing arms 
for Europe.” 5 

The Administration expects to 
send to Congress soon a proposal 
to authorize a 31,450,000, 000 for- 
eign arms program. Of this 
amount 31, 130,000, 000 would be 
spent to help rearm European pact 
signers. 

“I may vote against the pact 
but I have not finally decided,” 
Taft said. “At one time, I thought 
it could be separated from the 
arms program, but now I am be- 
ginning to think it cannot.” 

I final decision by Taft to op- 
pose the pact would likely build 
up other opposition to the treaty. 
As chairman of the G.O.P. Senate 
Policy Committee, the Ohio Sena- 
tor wields strong influence among 
his party’s members. 

Donnell Assails Pact. 

In yesterday’s debate, Senator 
Donnell of Missouri asserted that 
the Atlantic treaty contains no 
real guarantee of peace. 

The Missouri Republican con- 
tended that the treaty carries too 
many obligations, among them the 
obligation to give arms to Eu- 
rope, which he said may set off 
an arms race “the like of which 
the world has never seen.” 

“We are told the treaty will 
prevent Russia from instituting 
war and wiping out weaker na- 
tions,” he said, “but it may only 
force Russia into an arms race.” 

The result, he added, would be 
that Americans would spend “many 
sleepless nights” in the course of 
the 20-year pact. 

Donnell for the first time made 
it clear that he will vote against 
the 12-nation alliance. 

I have arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the Senate should not 
advise and consent to the ratifica- 
tion of the North Atlantic treaty,”

Klan boasted an Alabama mem- 
bership of 100,000, is now in the 
march against it. A citizens’ com- 
mittee of 500, representing a cross 
section of industrialists, profes- 
sional men and labor leaders, is 
driving to procure better law en- 
forcement in this area, the scene 
of floggings and other acts of 
terrorism attributed to the re- 
vived Klan and its followers. Civic 
and labor and professional bodies 
have adopted anti-Klan resolu- 
tions. The Klan has been de- 
nounced from the pulpits of in- 
fluential churches which formerly 
disregarded the issue. 
Talks to Man in Street. 

Inquiry by the writer of 15 men 
on the street, chosen at random on 
a downtown corner here, resulted 
in but two replies which might be 
construed as favorable to the 
Klan. Asked what they thought 
of the activities of the sheeted 
order, 13 described them, in effect, 
as outrageous. Two said that the 
flogging victims probably de- 
served to be whipped. The fact 
that passersby replied to such a 
question was significant. Resi- 
dents here pointed out that such 
a query a few years ago would 
have met with rebuffs or tight- 
lipped silence. Now the average 
citizen, except in certain relatively 
isolated areas, isn’t afraid of the 
Klan. 

There was, however, manifested 
steadfast hostility to President 
Truman’s civil rights message and 
other aspects of federal interven- 
tion in the South. 

Pocketdook Angle. 

Existing pro-Klan sentiment is 
found in counties where Klaverns 
are active, especially in cases 
where law enforcement is weak. 
Often the pocketbook nerve is in- 
volved in the Klan’s curious pat- 
tern of violence. The writer 
learned, for example, that a Negro 
Girl Scout camp raided by masked 
men, who terrorized.two white di- 
rectors, was not molested until the 
directors began to order groceries 
from a wholesale firm here instead 
of buying them at higher retail 
prices at a neighboring rural store. 

Sheriff Rhett Ow of Clay 
county, which has been the scene 
of several floggings, turned out to 
be an apologist for them. In pro- 
testing to a newspaper here be- 
cause of publicity given illegal ac- 
tivities in his bailiwick, the sherff 
declared that his investigation 
showed that there were “extenuat- 
ing circumstances” back of the 
floggings. It is common knowledge 
in this area that. many law en- 
forcement officials in some dis- 
tricts are Klansmen although 
their number is small as compared 
to, the era in the 1920s when the 
Klan was a potent political spring- 
board for ambitious politicians. 

Action of the American Legion 
in combating the Klan was un- 
precedented here. Gen. Gorgas 
Post No. 1 here, the largest in the 
state with an enrollment of 2735, 
not only adopted an anti-Klan 
resolution after William G, Stovall, 
a Navy veteran, had been flogged, 
but posted a reward of about $3000

He Is Called Again Be- 
fore Grand Jury Inves- 
tigating Violence in the 
Birmingham Area. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala, July 8 
(UP)—A high Klan official, or- 
dered held in jail for contempt of 
court, was summoned again today 
to appear before a grand jury 
investigating hooded violence in 
the Birmingham area. 

William Hugh Morris, a director 
of the Ku Klux Klan in Alabama, 
was jailed yesterday when he re- 
fused to give the grand jury a 
list containing the names of Klan 
members in Jefferson county 
(Birmingham), — 2 

It was not known whether Mor- 
ris had changed his mind and was 
prepared to give the jury the Klan 
information. Morris has retained 
Hugh Locke of Birmingham as 
his attorney. Locke was accom 
panied to the solicitor’s office by 
Jim Esdale, a bondsman and grand 
dragon of the Alabama Klan in 
the 1920s. Esdale said he re- 
tired” from Klan. activity in 1931. 

Another Klan officer, the Rev. 
Alvin A. Horn of Talladega, was 
ordered to appear before the grand 
jury. The Rev. Mr. Horn recently 
testified at a legislative hearing 
on the anti-mask law that, “I'd 
rather be hung from the balcony 
over the (Capitol) steps than have 
the masks taken from the Klan.” 

Indictments Believed Near. 

The grand jury was believed to 
be ready to return indictments 
against persons named by the vic- 
tims of the alleged floggings. The 
grand jury apparently was wait- 
ing only to find out whether the 
alleged floggers were members of 
the Klan.

HEALTH OFFICE 
TELLSHOW TO AVOID 


Cites Symptoms, Warns 
Against Drinking, Expo- 
sure; Urges Relaxation. 


Age, high blood pressure and 
heart disease seriously increase 
the danger of suffering heat ex- 
haustion or sunstroke, the City 
Health Division said today in 
listing symptoms of the illnesses 
and suggesting counter measures. 

Heat exhaustion is character- 
ized by physical and mental pros- 
tration, a moist cold skin, loss of 
appetite and a weak, rapid pulse. 
Sunstroke, a more serious condi- 
tion, comes on suddenly, with the 
victim suffering loss of conscious- 
ness, fast pulse and a quick rise 
in body temperature. 

Preventivé measures include 
avoidance of alcoholic drinks and 
of the rapid consumption of 
chilled beverages; avoidance of 
unnecessary exposure to heat and 
sun; wearing of light, loose cloth- 
ing; enjoyment of as much rest 
and relaxation as possible, and 
taking liberal amounts of table 
salt, in food or water, several 
times a day. 

The Safety Council of Greater 
St. Louis today said lives may be 
lost in confusing heat exhaus- 
tion and sunstroke. Sunstroke is 
to be treated by cooling the body 
of the victim with ice or wet 
clothes, whereas the heat exhaus- 
tion patient should be kept warm, 
For victims of both illnesses, the 
council advised, call a doctor.

Beef will be cheaper and more 
plentiful soon, the St. Louis Live- 
stock Exchange predicted today. 
With pork supplies dwindling to- 
ward the seasonal low, this will 
be welcome news for the house- 
wife. . 

Marketing of western grass-fed 
cattle is getting under way now, 
10 days earlier than usual, and 
by July 20 the movement will be 
heavy enough to make itself felt, 
livestock men reported. Bulk of 
the crop of grain-fed cattle from 
last winter already has been mar- 
keted. : 

In early sales, grass-fed cattle 
have not brought as much as they 
did last year, when prices set a 
record, but owners have been sat- 
isfied with the returns. About 500 
head of western cattle were sold 
here this week, bringing from 
$18.50 to.$24.75 per hundredweight. 
This represented a drop of $4 to 
$7.25 per hundred pounds from 
last year’s levels, with most of 
the loss on the better grades. 

Beef raised on lush Kansas and 
Oklahoma grass, while not the 
equal of the corn-fed variety in 
quality, nevertheless is quite tasty 
when properly prepared, it was 
pointed out, and ranks with the 
more expensive cuts in nutritional 
value.

burger and other cheap grades of 
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beef a few cents a pound.

Offered by House Bank- 
ing Chairman Calls for

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)—~ 
Congress completed action today 
on multi-billion-dollar long-range 
housing legislation and sent it to 
President Truman. 

The Senate approved the com- 
promise measure by a voice vote 
shortly after the House accepted 
it, also by a voice vote. 

That action gave Truman the 
first major victory for the domes- 
tic program he calls the “Fair 
Deal..” 

Housing was about the easiest 
on his program. On this issue 
he had with him Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, who has been the

Administration’s arch opponent on 
some other measures, particularly 
labor legislation. Taft got a simi- 


lar housing bill through the Sen- 
ate in the Republican Eightieth 
Congress, but the House refused 
to pass it. 

Scope of Bill. 

The legislation sent to Truman 
provides for a vast sium clearance 
program.and sets up funds fot 
farm housing aids. It also pro- 
vides for 810,000 public housing 
units. (It is regarded as provid- 
ing material assistance for St. 
Louis in its slum clearance pro- 
gram.) ' 

There was no debate in the Sen- 
ate and only a brief flurry in the 
House. 

Representative Phillips (Rep.) 
California, contended in the — 
that there were not sufficient safe- 
guards to assure that persons dis- 
placed by slum clearance would get 
adequate consideration for tenancy 
in public housing. 

Representative Spence (Dem.), 
Kentucky, told Phillipps “there is 
no discrimination in this bill,” 
The discrimination argument, 
Spence said, seemed to involve 
the Negro population. He de- 
Clared that no other segment of 
the population has benefited more 
than Negroes from Government 
housing. 

Supplemental Bill. 

Meanwhile, Spence, who is 
chairman of the House Banking 
Committee, introduced a bill—un- 
derstood to have Administration 
backing—to enlarge federal help 
for construction of privately 
owned homes. Spence said his 
committee would begin hearings 
on the bill Monday. 

The big housing measure is a 
compromise on the bill requested 
by Truman. It calls for construc. 
tion of 810,000 publicly-owned 
dwellings in six years, with annual 
federal rent subsidies running up 
to $308,000,000 a year for the low- 
income families who will occupy 
them. : 

Truman asked for construction 
of 1,050,000 units—through loca} 
housing authorities — in seven 
years, with the rent subsidies up 
to $400,000,000 annually. 

In the face of opposition crieg 
that the program is “socialism 
and would endanger the financial 
stability of the Government, Con- 
gress reduced the program. A 
conference committee agreed on 
the compromise Wednesday nigh 
after the two houses had passe 
different versions of the housing 
measure. 

The bill also calls for one billio 
dollars in loans to states and loc 
bodies for slum clearance, and 
$500,000,000 in grants for this pur. 
pose; and for $325,000,000 to aid 
financing of housing facilities fot 
farmers who cannot get credit 
elsewhere. 

Estimates of Cost. 

Estimates of the total cost of 
the program, including slum 
clearance and farm housing, havé 
ranged from 10 to 14 billion dok 
lars or more. 

In ͤ the five-year slum clearance 
program, one third of the cosf 
would be met by the Federal Gov. 
ernment and the balance by local 
communities. The bill requires lo 
cal authorities to select lowe 
income occupants of public hcusé 
ing units and to set the rent at 
what those families can pay. Feds 
eral subsidies would make up th 


difference between the rents +7 
the amounts needed to pay for th¢ 
projects. ,

- LONDON, July 8 (AP)—United 
States Secretary of the Treasury 
John W. Snyder met the chiefs of 
Britain’s Labor Government to- 
day to talk over the United King- 
dom’s dollar crisis. 

Snyder arrived by ‘plane from 
Paris in the morning and went 
almost immediately to 10 Downing 
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JOHN W. SNYDER (lett), Secretary of the Tre 
Britains Chancellor of the Exchequer, after ee cal. 
at 10 Downing Street. They were accompanied by L 
American Ambassador. Snyder and Cripps are leadin 
financial experts on the United 


etreet to see Prime Minister Cle- 
ment Attlee. 

Also present were the top 
Planners of Britain’s economy, in- 


cluding Chancellor of the Exche- 


quer Sir Stafford Cripps, Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin, President 
of the Board of Trade Harold 
Wilson, and Secretary for Com- 
monwealth Relations Philip Noel- 
Baker. United States Ambassador 
Lewis W. Douglas attended, as did 
Finance Minister Douglas Abbott 
of Canada, another dollar country. 

Meanwhile, in line with the 
“standstill” of British dollar pur- 
chases ordered this week by 
Cripps, the Colonial Office an- 
nounced that British colonial gov- 
ernments have been asked to sus- 
pend the licensing of imports re- 
quiring payment in dollars. 

Of “Temporary Nature.” 

It was emphasized that the re- 
quest was of a “temporary nature” 
to bring the rest of the Empire 
into line with conditions prevail- 
ing in Britain, now hard pressed 
by a serious shortage of dollar 
reserves. 

A Colonial Office statement said 
the various governments of the 
Empire were asked to take the 
action “except in cases where that 
would have a grave effect.” 

Snyder was accompanied to to- 
day’s conference by William Me- 
Chesney Martin, assistant United 
States Treasury secretary, and W. 
Averell Harriman, roving ambas- 
sador for the European Recovery 
Program. Both Snyder and Martin 
are St. Louisans. 

After a short meeting at the 
Prime Minister's residence, Sny- 
der, Cripps and Abbott, accompa- 
nied by their financial experts, 
moved to the Treasury building. 
There in a high-ceilinged commit- 
tee room they began a study of 
the causes and possible cures for 
the sterling area’s dollar shortage. 

The three finance ministers and 


their advisers conferred for two 
hours, recessed for lunch, and then 


resumed their session. 
afternoon 


After the 


meeting, an official 


source said the conferees probably 
would conclude their talks to- 
- Morrow. 


Neither Snyder nor Cripps dis- 
closed the specific points they in- 
tended to take up. 

Snyder told reporters in Paris 
he planned to discuss with the 
Cripps “basic policies of the re- 
covery program” that will help 
make world trade freer. The Brit- 
ish treasury chief presumably will 
tell his American counter-part as 
much as he can about plans for 
future buying of such American 
products as cotton, tobacco, gasc- 
line and wheat—main items that 
Britain imports from America. 

Snyder's Reply to French. 

Snyder, who just completed talks 
on France's financial problems 
with French and American offi- 
cials, has made clear the United 
States has no intention of chang- 
ing the price of gold. The French 
had suggested that the United 
States, the world’s principal buyer, 
raise the price from $35 an ounce 
to $55 as a means of easing dol- 
lar shortages. ~ 

Snyder has ruled out discussion 
of exchange rate policies—such as 
devaluation of the pound—in two- 
nation conferences such as his 
talks with the French and British. 
H said he had advised the French 
he felt “the International Mone- 
tary Fund provides the appropri- 
ate forum for international co- 
operation in this field.” 

From what. government offi- 
cials have been saying on both 
sides of the Atlantic, it seemed 
likely the present Snyder-Cripps 
talks might include: (1) How Brit- 
ain can sell more manufactured 
goods in the United States; (2) 
whether the United States can 
step up stockpile purchases of 
sterling area rubber and other 
strategic materials; (3) how the 
American economic situation and 
American tariffs bear on the prob- 
lem; (4) how European nations 
can move toward freer trade in 
spite of Britain’s need to hang on 
to its dollars. 

British Plan Trade Move. 

Britain’s trade chief, Wilson, told 
the House of Commons last night 
Britain is considering “a substan- 
tial step” toward smashing down 
trade barriers between European 
nations. 

He said Britain, through coun- 
tries belonging to the Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co- 
operation, is attempting to re- 
Move such obstacles to trade as 
import licensing restrictions. He 
added, however, that Britain can- 
not consider easing restrictions to 


countries with whom the balance 


of payments is such that gold or 
dollar payments would be in- 
volved.

This argument is supported by 
two studies, one covering indus- 
try in general and the other deal- 
ing with the steel industry. Both 
were prepared by Robert R. 
Nathan Associates, Inc., Washing- 
ton economic consultants. 

Nathan made similar studies in 
1946 which formed the basis of 
CIO demands for 21 to 25 per cent 


wage increases. 

The Times said: 

The steel report will justify a 
wage increase for production 
workers of 30 cents an hour with- 
out price increase. 

The general report suggests 
that each trade union make a 
careful study of its particular in- 
dustry’s financial position before 
presenting specific demands. 

Nathan is scheduled to release 
the general report Monday in 


Washington. The steel report is 


to be released Tuesday in Pitts- 
burgh by Philip F. Murray, presi- 
dent of the elo and the United 
Steel Workers of America. 

Present wage negotiations in the 
steel industry are deadlocked. The 
United States Steel Corp. and in- 
dustry generally have contended 
that no wage increases are war- 
ranted in view of general business 
conditions. 

One key statement in the 
studies is that profits after taxes 
of 38 companies in the iron and 
steel industry for the first quarter 
this year were 66 per cent higher 
than the same period last year, 


despite lower production. 


‘The general report was said to 
distinguish between industries in 
an extremely strong profit posi- 
tion, which it names as steel and 
automobiles, and so-called de- 
pressed industries. It cited the 
textile industry as one that was 
not doing too well, although not 


specifically classed as depressed.“

The boat is 
scheduled to arrive Sunday mort 
ing at the Chain of Rocks Boat- 
yard and work on the new in- 
stallations will begin immediately. 

By bringing shrimp directly by 
water, a six-day haul, Abel said 
the company would save on trans- 
portation charges.

Dr. Arthur Hines, superintend- 


ent of the school for feeble-mind- 
ed, testified that Dehntjer did not 
become ill at the same time as the 
other patients, who complained of 
nausea several hours after the 
evening meal Monday. Dehntjer’s 
iliness struck him about 4:30 a.m. 
the following morning. Dr. Hines 
said he diagnosed Dehntjer’s ill- 
ness as an obstruction in his 
stomach, 

An autopsy by the Coroner’s 
physician disclosed that Dr. 
Hines’s diagnosis was correct. 

“None of the inmates suffered 
attacks serious enough to warrant 
being taken to a hospital,” Dr. 
Hines told the Post-Dispatch. 


“Their illnesses lasted six to eight 


hours, after they completed their 
evening meal about 5 p.m. 

The school has 524 patients in 
six dormitories, Dr. Hines said, 
and the food poisoning cases oc- 
curred in each dormitory’s mess 
hall. Also, about five or six em- 
ployes noted symptoms, he said. 
An investigation indicated that 
ham salad served at the evening 
meal was responsible, he stated. 

“Meat for the salad was ground 
at noon,” he said, “and was re- 
turned to refrigeration. It was 
not removed again until shortly 
before 4 o'clock, when it was 
taken to the mess halls and serv- 
ings began.” 

Dehntjer had been an inmate of 
the school for 24 years and was

Sanitarium. He was 54 years old.

“The moving of the entire fam- 
ily, however, to the station should 
be done in one vehicle, and only at 
the station should the head of the 
family be placed separately from 
his family in a railway car spe- 
cially intended for heads of fami- 
lies.

It is understood 
that Snyder was sent by Presi- 
dent Truman to find out what the 
problems are and what European 
leaders think about possible solu- 
tions and then to report back to 
the President and the Cabinet. 

Estimate of Trade Cut. 

In the meantime, Paul G. Hoff- 
man, chief of the Economic Co- 
operation Administration, has 
come up with an estimate that 
the dollar-short British may cut 
their planned purchases of United 
States goods by $250,000,000 in the 
coming year. 

Hoffman told a news confer- 
ence yesterday that Britain had 
planned to buy about $1,600,000,000 
worth of goods during the year 
from the Western Hemisphere. 
He figured now there will be a 
reduction of $450,000,000 in this 
amount, including the $250,000,000 
expected reduction in United 
States goods and the balance from 
elsewhere in the hemisphere. 

Publicly American officials gen- 
erally take the line that Britain’s 
severe dollar shortage is a result 
of conditions which can be effec- 
tively dealt with so that the suc- 
cess of the European recovery 
operation will not be jeopardized. 

Privately they are becoming in- 
creasingly concerned not only 
about how the British will be able 
to increase their world trade so 
that they can get the dollars they 
must have to supply their needs 
but also about the political effects 
of the current crisis.

The charter as it now stands permits 
too much interference in the economy 
of the U.S.A., and actually goes so far 
as to permit pressure to be brought to 
retard or prevent production by indus- 
try in the United States because of over- 
production or under-consumption of any 
given articles by other countries. 

The charter makes it necessary to 
render assistance that other countries 
may require even for objectives which 
are economically unsound. It also pro- 
vides for fixing quotas and restrictions 
on any member of the organization, and 
is diametrically opposed to our philoso- 
phy of free enterprise.

Well intended as it may have been, it is 
obvious that the loyalty program has done more 
by wasting time and money to find out what 
magazines a Washington bookkeeper reads, or 
what lectures a Washington typist attends?

them into action? 

Only shallow, scared thinking can justify the 
expense of sending out hundreds of investiga- 
tors to pry into the private lives of federal em- 
ployes. Mr. Childs has told how “three FBI 
men, ablé bodied and supposedly intelligent,” 
were set to work on just one phase of the in- 
vestigation of Mrs. Anne V. Alling, and almost 
blind typist in the Veterans’ Administration. 
The woman has now been cleared, but her story 
remains a sorry record of misdirected zeal. 

Others in her position have not found cham- 
pions of Mr. Childs’ calibre. Their near neigh- 
bors and remote associates have been quéstioned. 
Rumors, reports, gossip—everything has gone 
into their dossiers, Often it has made no dif- 
ference that the alleged evidence of disloyalty 
was something as legitimate as reading a copy 
of The New Republic. 

Often, too, the mere physical fact that a rec- 
ord was compiled under their names was enough 
to cost them a job or a promotion. Few have had 
the funds necessary for a fight to clear their 
reputations. 

The FBI has a ready excuse for its part in 
this business. It insists that it merely gathers 
information, that it does not “evaluate” it. An 
investigator, however, must do some evaluating. 
Otherwise he would have to record the time of 
a man’s rising and the time of his going to bed, 
the color of his tie and the size of his shoe. 
Obviously, the FBI filled its dossiers only with 
matter it regarded as germane to the question 
of loyalty. And the Coplon trial revealed that 
some FBI notions on this point are mighty 
hard to square with the Bill of Rights. 


The result has been a veritable epidemic of 


| fear and subservience in the federal service. 


Men of independent mind, a trait which we 
like. to consider most typically American, have 
not wanted jobs which subject them to this 
kind of an inquisition. Mediocrities may be 
willing to endure it for bread and butter’s sake, 
but they have too the rights of free citizens. Only 
mischief-makers could enjoy the business. 

So it is time tp clear the air. As Mr. Childs 
suggests, let there be an end to useless, wasteful 
investigations. Let the Civil Service Commis- 
sion destroy irrelevant, ridiculous data. 

Let there be caution where caution is indi- 
cated—in the Atomic Energy Commission and 
on certain levels of the State Department, for 
example. But let there be an end to the kind of 
suspicion which enforces a blind conformity. 
It isn’t American. 


Gen. Vaughan’s Obsession 

If Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan, the President's 
military aide, is as inept about things military. 
as he is in handling the press, he should be 
demoted by just seven ranks and six grades. 

When reporters met Vaughan upon his return 
from a vacation, one thing they wanted to know 
about was his relations with James V. Hunt, 
one of those I-can-get-it-for-you-wholesale lob- 
byists for business men seeking Government 


contracts. Hunt called Vaughan a “dearest ¢ 


friend.” 

Instead of rejecting Hunt’s description, or 
even evading questions, Vaughan forthrightly 
offered to punch a photographer in the nose.

Under the circumstances this could hardly be 
set down as a deft reference to patronage. A 
wiser man in Vaughan’s predicament might have 
tried to avoid any mention of favors or fa- 
voritism, but all Vaughan proved was that he 
has a one-track mind.

Public Campaigns at Public Expense 

Senator Lodge’s proposal to finance presi- 
dential campaigns at public expense deserves 
much more consideration than it probably will 
get from the Senate. It is likely to be brushed 
aside as too much of an innovation to be taken 
seriously. Yet the idea is not new. It has been 
brought forward repeatedly at least since Presi- 
dent Taft’s days in the White House. 

Mr. Taft was troubled by the very fear which 
now troubles Senator Lodge, the fear that cam- 
paign contributions are all too frequently repaid 
by official favors. The Senator is troubled by 
the report that an ambassadorship is to be sold 
for “cash on the barrelhead.”

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Close Call Over the Atlantic 


In two days two Pan American Stratocruisers 
have been forced to turn back while well out 
above the ocean—one returning to New Yor, 
an earlier one to Shannon, Ireland. The 63 
persons aboard the luxurious airliner America 
had a particularly nerve-wracking experience 
when it caught fire in one of its four engines 
600 miles out of Shannon on the way to New 
York. Life jackets were donned. 

The pilot dived the big Boeing stratocruiser 
from 18,000 down to 3000 feetin a futile attempt 
to extinguish the flames. The propeller on the 
engine “ran away” and could not be shut off. 
Ten minutes more and, by good fortune, it fell 
out, making it easier for the pilot to control 
the plane. The fire burned for 15 minutes 
more until the carbon dioxide system at last 
automatically put it out. Three hours more 
and the plane limped back to safety.

The truth is that the economic crisis 
which the British did not expect until 
1952—and hoped to be prepared for by 
then—is already upon them. It has always 
been recognized that by 1952 the stream of 
external assistance—whether by loans or 
Marshall aid—which has gone on uninter- 
ruptedly since 1945, would have come to an 
end and the British by then would have to

What had not been expected was that 
Britain’s difficulties in paying its way 
would remain so dire that even with 
Marshall aid, the books would not be bal- 
anced and the eating up of the reserve 
would continue unchecked, or might even 
be accelerated, The crisis, staved off two 
years ago, is returning in a more acute 
form. 

The biggest cause of the sudden trans- 
formation has been the change, in the past 
six months, in the economic climate of the 
world. Britain’s present trading methods 
do not equip it well for trade in a buyer's 
market. <A large part of its commerce is 
regulated by tightly-drawn payments agree- 
ments in which the sterling earned by 
sales to Britain may be spent only within 
the sterling area. British producers thus 
tend to feel themselves insulated from 
price changes in the rest of the world 
economy. The incentive to lower costs is 
slight. 


Devaluation for the Pound? 


But in a world which will no longer buy 
anything that is available and in which 
the price at which goods are offered is 
again becoming a decisive factor, sterling 
which can only be spent in the increas- 
ingly high-cost sterling area loses its at- 
traction, For every export placed through 
bilateral dealing, some other export is lost 
through the growing unwillingness to hold 
sterling. : 


This unwillingness has been accentuated 
by the belief that a currency which traders 
are increasingly unwilling to hold must 
of necessity be overvalued. And the suspi- 
cion that the pound will have to be de- 


valued has in turn discouraged countries 


from holding sterling which might at any 


time begin to fall. Thus the method of 


trading based upon strict bilateralism and 
trade, which is de- 
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difficult, perhaps, but certainly the most 
realistic and in the long run the only one 
by which economic salvation can be 
achieved. It is in simple terms a policy 
designed to compel the country to pay its 
way, to produce enough goods cheaply 
enough to pay for its imports and to in- 
crease the competitive efficiency of the 
British community to such an extent that 
the desired standards of living can be 
achieved without subsidies from neighbors 
and without brandishing the dangerous 
weapons of trade-by-compulsion. 


The Cold Wind of Reality 


explanatory and encouraging speeches 
could bring management and labor to new 
efforts, the tide would surely have turned 
already.

Business concerns selling all they care to 
produce at fancy prices, workers going 
slow or seeking a shorter week in return 
for higher pay are still protected against 
the cold wind of economic reality.

There is nothing impossible about a 
policy of adjustment. The inherent advan- 
tages that have made Britain a great trad- 
ing nation are still there. The British 
people should find it much easier than 
most to give what the world accounts 
value for money. But value for money 
they must give. 

The adjustments that are necessary be- 
fore Britain is again giving value for 
money are not very large. It may be nec- 
essary to reduce the standard rate of real 
wages—but probably not by very much. It 
will certainly be necessary to increase the 
standard of effort and effectiveness—but 
not above what is already often achieved 
in this country.

Despite the increasing involvement of 
the United States in world affairs, it prob- 
ably will be some time before general read- 
ers prefer factual knowledge of foreign 
policy technique to emotional discussions 
of “issues.” Meanwhile, here is a useful 
book which one would hope will find its 
way to school and library bookshelves and 
to the hands of a few interested readers. 


London, the author of The Seven Soviet 
Arts,” and “Background of Conflict: Ideals 
and Forms of World Politics” has for the 
first time—so the publishers say—stripped 
diplomacy of its black magic to the extent 
of charting foreign office organization, set- 
ting out in concrete terms the functions 
of high and low practitioners of the arts of 
diplomacy.

Kurt London * y — effects 
the foreign policy of every other nation. 
Each nation’s foreign policy, in turn, is de- 
termined by and modified by complex in- 
ternal considerations. What results is a 
“system in equilibrium.” 

It is, of course, possible to ignore the 
multiple forces involved in world politics, 
to establish a goal and to drive relentless- 
ly toward that goal. The result will be 
war, and the generals and admirals will 
take over from the diplomats. 


This, of course, is not to argue for no 
policy at all. London makes no such ar- 
gument. He does, however, point out ‘that: 


“By its nature, foreign-policy making is 
complex and extremely delicate.

Money, Trade and Peace 


OTHING could be more unwelcome and inconvenient than an- 

other international crisis. A tired and uncomfortable Congress is 

hoping to adjourn, and everyone would like to take a vacation 
from the heat and from trouble. But during the past few months a 
world-wide crisis has been in the making which threatens the post- 
war reconstruction and could jeopardize our foreign policy.

Bet the net result will be to set 
in motion a vicious spiral of de- 
flation.

For there 
are no important and effective 
measures which any British Gov- 
ernment, Socialist, Conservative, 
or coalition, can take at this time 
by its own powers and with its 
own resources alone, that are not 
defensive, restrictive and defla- 
tionary.

He said that in the past 
four years, the Lutheran body had 
raised $20,000,000 for aid to the 
German people, about $7,000,000 
being church funds and $13,000,000 
the gifts of individual members. 
Also, he said, contributions of $25,- 
000 a month are being received 
for this purpose. 

“In western Germany,” the Rev. 
Mr. Meyer said, “about the only 
help needed from us now is for 
orphans and the aged, and we are 
helping them. In the Soviet zone, 
conditions vary widely, some dis- 
tricts being fairly well admin- 
istered, and some inefficiently 
handled.” 

Food for distribution in eastern 
Germany is bought chiefly in Den- 
mark and Sweden, the Rev. Mr. 
Meyer said. He is going to Ger- 
many in early autumn to survey 
the needs for the winter, The Rev. 
Dr. Theo Graebner and other ex- 
ecutives of the synod are now in 
Germany, holding conferences 
with the heads of German 
churches.

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)— 
Fresh troubles piled up today for 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 

A Senate committee has ap- 
proved a sharp cut in what the 
agency wanted to spend, and two 

: en have recommended 
permanent spending curbs. 

The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee yesterday refused to in- 
crease the $1,090,000,000 in cash 
and contract authorizations al- 
lowed the House. This repre- 
sented a $76,879,603 slash from the 
$1,167,000,000. budget estimate for 
the fiscal year which began July 1. 

Previously, a Senate appropria- 
tions subcommittee had recom- 
mended an increase of about $35,- 
000,000 in the House bill. 

Fight on Floor Planned. 

Chairman O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, of the subcommittee 
and Chairman McMahon (Dem.), 
Connecticut, of the joint Senate- 
House Atomic Committee said a 
fight would be made on the floor 
to override the full appropriation 
committee’s action. O’Mahoney 
called the cut “unrealistic.” Me- 
Mahon, in a separate interview, 
said it was a “mistake.” 

While the two agree on this, 
they disagree on what method 
should be used to check on com- 
mission spending. 

McMahor would amend the 
atomic energy law to require that 
each year Congress “authorize the 
general programs of the Atomic 
Energy Commission and also the 
total amount of money requested 
to support these programs.” 

O’Mahoney’s proposal, approved 
by the full Appropriations Com- 
mittee, would require the Bureau 
of the Budget to approve before 
the AEC could start a new con- 
struction project for which there 
was no budget estimate. 

Pictures ‘Superb Success.’ 
At today’s Atomic committee 
hearing on charges of mismanage- 
ment of the AEC, Dr. Lee A. Du- 
bridge, president of the California. 
Institute of Technology, defended 
the commission and its chairman, 
David E. Lilienthal. He said the 
AEC has made a “superb success” 
of atomic bomb development and 
“enormous strides” toward har- 
nessing nuclear forces for indus- 
trial use. 

At yesterday’s hearing, Brig. 
Gen. James McCormack Jr, di- 
rector of the AEC's mili ap- 
plication division, testified - the 
civilian commission had “revital- 
zed and expanded the weapons 
program.” He stressed the AEC’s 
aim of dispersing production fa- 
cilities. ‘He said the bomb for- 
merly was manufactured on a 
“custom” basis at Los Alamos, 
N. M., but that production now 
was going on in plants. “dispersed 
widely” throughout the country,

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)— 
The American people bought more 
of the Government's series E 
bonds during the first half of this 
year than in any other similar 
period since the war. 

Purchases of these bonds to- 
taled $2,250,000,000 for the six 
months that ended June 30. This 
topped 1948's previous postwar 
record by 2% per cent, Treasury 
officials said today. 

While they were saving more in 
E bonds, people were spending 
less in department stores. 

The dollar volume of depart- 
ment store sales across the coun- 
try was shown in a Federal Re- 
serve Board report for the first 
half of 1949 to have fallen 4 per 
cent under the first half of last 
year. Lower prices were a consid- 
erable factor in the decline. 

Increase in Savings. 

The Treasury-Federal Reserve 
data confirmed Commerce Depart- 
ment findings that, although their 
income shrank somewhat in 1949, 
Americans saved more than when 


they were taking in a larger total. | good 


Furthermore, Treasury officials 


said, people hung on to their sav- 


ings more tenaciously in the first 
half of 1949. 


Cash-ins of E bonds, totaling: 


$1,702,000,000 for the first six 
monthg’of this year, were 10% per 
cent less than the record for the 
first half of 1948. 

For June alone, when depart- 
ment store sales slumped 8.4 per 
cent from last year’s mark—due 
in part to the heat wave over 
much of the country — savings 
bond purchases were up 5 per cent 
over June 1948 and cash-ins Were 
down 8% per cent. 

Bond Goal Exceeded. 


Treasury officials said the bond 


sales had surpassed the goal of 
$1,040,000,000 set for the six-week 
“opportunity drive” that ended 
June 30, but figures for that 
period alone were not available. 
-For the first half of 1949, new 
purchases of E bonds exceeded 
cash-ins by $548,000,000, providing 
a “net” to the Government that 
topped the mark for the same 
part of last year by 86 per cent. 
The success of the bonds in 
absorbing money that might have 


been spent was criticized pri- 
vately by one official outside of 
the Treasury. This official said 
he thinks this is a bad time for 
“anti-inflationary” bond buying.

, & mood of psychological terror reminiscent of the tales 
ef Edgar Allan Poe has been achieved in the English produc- 
tion, “CORRIDOR OF MIRRORS,” opening tomorrow at the 
ART THEATER. 

Although the ending is anticlimactic, a 
feeling of eerie suspense and taut excitement 
is achieved up until then by the imaginative 
direction of Terence Young in his first assign- 
ment, and the skilled work of Eric Portman 
and a South African actress named Edana 
Romney, in her first screen role. 

The story concerns an addled but wealthy 
artist who is in love with the culture of the Renaissance, lives 
in a palace in London filled with Italian Renaissance costumes 
and jewels, and is convinced he is the reincarnation of the lover 
of a beautiful lady portrayed in a 400-year-old Italian painting 
he prizes. He thinks he sees the reincarnation of the lady 
herself in a night club, exercises a mystic spell over the victim 
o that she’s content to dawdle about his palace trying on 
costumes, throws a spectacular Venetian ball for her, and winds 
up by trying to strangle the poor girl with her own hair, to 
fulfill the life chronicle of the lady in the painting. Another 
woman is murdered by mistake; the cracked artist is promptly 
hanged, and has the honor of having his effigy in the most 
gruesome part of Madame Tussaud's wax-works. 

The mood, which requires throwing a spell of a sort over 
the audience, too, is held and kept from skirting the ridiculous 
by the polished authority of Portman, only name actor in the 
east, and the intensity and exotic beauty of Miss Romney, who 
also seems to be a girl with brains, as she collaborated on the 
screen-play. The strange effects are heightened by Georges 
Auric’s music and some weird photographic shots, such as the 
heroine’s being seen through the eyes of a demented girl rock- 
ing on a chair. The Venetian ball scene is lavish enough to do 
credit to Cecil B. DeMille in his most spendthrift days. 


Different But Tame 


Certainly the writers of “COVER UP,” at the ORPHEUM 
have achieved a different kind of detective story—a case where 
an insurance investigator probing a supposed suicide in a 
small town finds it’s a murder that everyone, including the 
sheriff, is trying to conceal.

Dennis O’Keefe as the investigator, William 
Bendix as the sheriff and Barbara Britton as the girl are all 
like the story—nice enough in their roles, but they underplay 
to such an extent they do little to relieve the tameness, 
The co-feautre is “MAN-EATER OF KUMAON,” frem the 
best-selling adventure yarn by Jim Corbett. Although the tiger 
stalking shots are interesting, the inter-woven drama about 
an Indian hill village and how the American hunter finds 
the secret of happiness in his quest for the tiger is quite 
tedious and Hollywoodized. Too bad, because there could 
have been a fine story in the duel between the tiger and 
the hunter in the hands of a documentary genius like Robert 
Flaherty. Wendell Corey plays the hunter, Sabu the village 
chieftain’s son, and Joanne Page his wife. All are utterly un- 
convincing. Even a native Indian like Sabu seems closer to 
Hollywood and Vine than the Himalayan foothills.

They come in various sizes from 
the large unabridged editions to 
the desk-size. They range in price 
from a few dollars to $25 or more.

N answer to my statement made 
ie the general question of tax- 

supported schools, I received a 
number of letters indicating that 
the writers feel that if one does 
not approve of any schools other 
than public school receiving aid 
from taxpayers’ money, one is, 
withut question, a biased anti- 
Catholic. A a matter of fact, 
while there probably are more 
Catholic parochial schools that 
would be benefitted if the tax- 
payers’ money went to private 
schools, there are a surprising 
number of Protestant and Jewish 
schools that would be benefitted 
also. All f the people whose chil- 
dren attend these schols are ‘tax- 
payers as well as the members 
of the Catholic church. 

I would like to make it clear 
once and for all that I believe 
in the right of any human being 
to worship God according to his 
conviction, and I would not want 


to see this right taken away from 


anyone. Sometimes, however, I 
think church organizations are 
foolish because they do things that 
lead people to believe they are not 
interested mainly in the spiritual 
side of the church, but that they 
have a decided interest also in 
temporal affairs. This may be 
harmful to the church's spiritual 
influence. 
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ONE OF Mx correspondents 
asks me if I do not realize that 
government tax money is already 
being used by many young, re- 
turned veterans for education in 
Roman Catholic schools and col- 
leges and why would I object to 
that? The answer is that I do not 
have the slightest objection to that 
-—the taxpayers’ money in this 
instance is given to the boy or 
girl because of service during the 
war. These youngsters forfeited 
certain years of education and are 


being given an opportunity to re- 
coup those years. They have the 
right to used tat money in any 
way that will give them the kind 
of education they want to obtain. 
That seems to me entirely differ- 
ent from the question of whether 
schools that are not public schools 
receive the same type of support 
from taxpayers’ money as do pub- 
lic schools. 

Some people take me to task 
because they say our public 
schools are non-religious. I would 
answer that I have no feeling 
against the use of a prayer which 
all children of all denominations 
could say in the public schools. 
In fact, I think there should be a 
great effort made to stress that 
education is not purely for ma- 
terial purposes, but is directed to- 
ward moral and spiritual aims and 
that religion plays a distinct part 
in er ese ends, 


* 

BUT NO SCHOOL, private or 
public, can give any cild a com- 
plete regligious education. That 
must be done in the home, through 
the family and in the church. 
These, in co-operation with the 
schools, are the forces that must 
give our children the education 
that we want them to have. But 
if we want our children in school 
to receive some particular sec- 
tarian church education, then we 
should pay for that education and 
it should not in any way lessen. 
our interest and support of the 
public schools, which are attended 
by the vast majority of the chil- 
dren qt our country and can be 
attended by all of our children if 
they so desire. 

I do not want the public school 
system to be dominated by the 
Federal Government. That is why 
federal aid should set only certain 
standards and not demand to con- 
trol the schools of any state. But 
neither do I want church groups 
controlling the schools of our 
country. They must remain free.

OBBY, 4 years old, could not use his hands as children do. 

“You must learn to tie your own shoelaces, Bobby,” his 

mother said. “A boy your age ought to be able to lace 
and tie his shoes. Just go ahead, like this, see? Now you do it.” 

Bobby could not even cross one lace over the other prop- 
erly. His hands fumbled, the laces were crisscrossed and finally 
knotted. “I can’t do.it,” cried Bobby. “Yes, you can. Every 
little boy can. Tou must learn. Tou're going to school this 
fall and what will the teacher say to a child who can’t tie his 
shoelaces?” '

THE MATTER ENDED with Bobby being slapped and set 
on a chair. That would not teach him to lace his shoes and 
tie the laces. Nor will telling him to do it teach him. He, is 
unusually helpless in the use of his hands; s0 we must go 
farther back to teach him than we would with a child who 
is skilled in the use of his hands. 

Take a bit of washline, the smooth, white, soft; find some- 
thing that has a large hole in it—a biscuit cutter for example 
(one with rounded edges of course). Help Bobby to put the 
rope through the hole and tie it, one tie only. Praise him for 
trying, even though you have to steady his hands to accomplish 
this. Once he gets the rope through and crossed, which is the 
first step in a tie, stop work. The lesson is ended. Sometimes 
during the day try it again, helping him. 

. 

KEEP PRACTICING this step until Bobby masters it. Grad- 
ually reduce the size of the rope and the hole, until you get 
down to a large holed corset strip and a corset lace. When he 
can put the lace through the hole with little difficulty give him 
the pair of corset strips and teach him to put the lace in, aut, 
across, under, up, across. Dictate the directions rhythmically. 
By and by, he will lace the corset. Then he can be promoted 
to the old shoe—a big one, please, with large holes and wide 
laces. Keep praising every effort, so that the lesson will be a 
pleasure. | 

Say only encouraging words. Steady the fumbling hands, 
always with hope and affection and courage in your heart. 
Don't let Bobby make a mistake. Don’t let him think you 
thought he was going to make one. Be willing to take time 
and to understand that this learning by short close-together

South made the unorthodox 
heart response because he felt 
that his hand was not quite good 
enough for a two-club takeout, 
and somewhat too good for one 
no-trump. West, whose strength 
was almost entirely in hearts, 
held his peace, and continued to 
do so over South’s no-trump bid, 
but when North’s two-diamond re- 
bid was passed around, West de- 
cided that the time had come for 
him to do some bidding on his own 
account. (Incidentally, North had 
made the highly conservative twe- 
diamond rebid because he was not 
at all sure that there was a game 
in the hand, and he would at least 
collect his 150 honors. On the next 
round, however, North changed 
his mind and decided to go out 
for the game bidding one no- 
trump.) 

West, who could not KNOW 
that South’s heart bid had been 
psychi¢c—South might have held 
four or five hearts to the queen— 
nevertheless doubled three no- 
trump on the suspicion and hope 
that he would be able to run the 
heart suit) Nothing coyld have 
been simpler—but the defense 
slipped a cog! West laid down the 
heart king, and “East played the 
seven. West then had to guess, and 
he guessed wrong,. shifting to a 
club in the hope of putting West 
on lead and getting a heart return. 

The lead of the heart ACE by 
West, calling for East’s highest 
card in the suit, would have been 
far shrewder, but, in view of the 
provocative bidding, and the situ- 
ation itself, East nevertheless 
should have played his heart 
QUEEN on West's king. It was 
undoubtedly a card that West 
would be delighted to see!
